Intereſt : In. the mid'ſt of our Merriments 
we {poke of you with Regret : I confeſs'd 
to your Father what occaſion'd your de- 
parture., we lamented our Misfortune of 
being Ignorant in what part of the world 
Vou. were gon to. I could not fatisfie my 
{elf without you, and I was unconſalable 
for your loſs; I looked upon Don Ramires 
with horror, as the cauſer of my fault ; 
His marriage was put off , becauſe N«gn4 
Bella would ſtay for her Father , who ſtay'd 
behind in Caftile, to gather the Troops 
which were raiſed there, 
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-- In the mean time, moſtpart of the King-- 
dom declared for- me;,” for all that, the 
King had a conſiderable:Army , arid;mide 
Head againſt me, many Battels we refought;

_ meat: which was prepared for :him '1n the 
Court.' .When he faw-himſelf alone, and 
made ſome refleQion upon his: 0wn _ 
ſibility, of ſo rm a change, he 
was angry with himſelf for having ſo in- 
tirely given himſelf over to Love. - 

O Zayae, itis you alone, ſaid he, thathin- 
ders me from enjoying the return of my 


Fortune; and'of a Fortune ſo far above 
0 hat 
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_ what *Fiuſt”: My - Father is a Soveraign 


Prince”, my Sifter is a Queen, and 1 am 
revenged. of all thoſe that betrayed me; 
and yet am Unfortunate , and would pur- 
chaſe at the hazard of all theſe advantages, 
the occaſion 1 have loſt of following you, 
and ſeeing you once more. 

The next- day, all the Court was full of 
Gonſalvo's return ; the King thought he 


could never ſhew, enough , how much he 


eſteemed him, and took all the care imagina- 
able to give publick demonſtrations of it, 
to Repair, in ſome meaſure, what had 
_ : So great a favour could be no Con- 
vlation to this Lover for the loſs of Zayde- 
nor was it in his power to conceal his Af- 
fliftion. The King took notice of it, and 
preſſed him ſo to declare the cauſe of 
it, that Gorſalvo was fain to tell it him. 
After having informed him of his Paſſion 
for Zayde, and all that had befallen him 
ſince his departure from Leo». Thus Sir, 
ſaid he, have I been puniſhed for daring 
to maintain againſt you, that none ought to 
Love, but. after a long acquaintance : I

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In the mean time; the pre taking 
their time, when the Kingdomof Leop was 
in theſe diſorders, had furprizc Gee 
Towns, and continued ftill to enlarge their 
bounds without ſo much as declaring Wax: 
Don Garcias, prompted by his na (pm 
bition, and fortified by Conſalvo S Valour; 
reſolves to Invade their and re-. 
take from them all tho 6 ply which they 
had Uſurped. His Brother Don Or dggno 4 cat 
ed himſelf tohim; and betwixtt Em, ! *rg 
brought a powerful Army into the Fel 
whereof Don Gonſaluo was made ( 

He made a very conſiderable Propreſs br 
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2 very torr time ,. he took divers Towns; 
he bad the: better in ſeveral Battels, and 
at laſt, Befieges Tz/avera,. 2 place of great 
Importance, conſiderable for its Scituati- 
on and Greatneſs. Abderam, King of Cor- 
dowa, who ſucceeded Abdala, came in Per- 
ſon, to. oppoſe the King of Leon : He 
came, towards  Talaxera, - with hopes to 
force them to raiſe the Siege. Dom Gar- 
cas, and the Prince hag oy having 
left Gonſalvo with part of the Army 'to- 
ſtreigthen the Town, Marches with the 
reſt of the Army to meet him in order to 
fight him. - Gonſalvo was extream glad of 
the employment; for, his aſſurance either 
to win or dye, would not let him fear any 
ill ſucceſs. Having no news of Zayae,. 
he was more afflicted than ever, with 
the paſſion he had for her, and his 

deſire of ſeeing her; ſo that in fpite of 
his Fortune and Glory , being not able to 
"_ for any thing but a miſerable kind' 
of life, he run head-long into all occaſions 
of ending it. 

The King Marches againſt Abderame , 
whom he found Incamped in an advan- 
tagious poſt, within -a. days March to 
Talavers; they paſſed ſome days withour 

Ion, for the Moores ' would not come 
vut of their Poſt; and: Non Garcias did 


no 
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not think himſelf ſtrong enough to' Artack 
them: In the mean time, Gonſalwvo Jucged 
it impoſſible to continue the Siege, 
cauſe his Forces being. not numerous e- 
nough to encompaſs the whole Town, and 
Parties getting into the, Town every Night, 
mngs put e Beſieged in a Poſture of 
making ſtronger : Sallies than he' could 
ſuſtain; and therefore having made a con- 
ſiderable breach, ' he reſolved to hazard a 
eneral Aſſault, and to endeavour by {6 

Id-:an a , to carry the Vittory, 
which otherwiſe was deſperate. He puts 
this reſult into execution; and after givi 
all neceflary orders, he begun the Krrack 
before day, but with fo much-reſolution, 
and hope to overcome , that he inſpired 
the fame courage into all his Men: They 

rmed incredible things, and at laſt, 
in leſs than two hours, Gonſalvo carryed' 
the Town : He did what was poflible to 
hinder the Souldiers from Plundering, but 
it was impoſſible to ſtop an Army from 
it, whom the hope of Plunder encouraged, 
more than any other motive whatever. 

As he run about the Town himſelf, to 
prevent the diſorder (which upon ſuch oc- 
caſions are too frequent) he ſaw a' man a-' 
lone, defending himſelf with incredible 
Valour againſt a great many; he _ 

voure 
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youred by Retreating, to get into a Caſtle 
which held out ſtill : Thoſe that attacked 
him, preſſed him ſo home , that he had 
been infallibly kilPd, if Goxfafvo had - not 
thrown himſelf betwixt them and him; 
and 'commanded them to withdraw : He 
made them aſhamed of the aQtion ; they 
excuſed themſelves, by telling him that, 
the man they Aſſaulted, was Prince Z«- 
lema, who had kilPd abundance of their 
Men, and was endeavouring to throw him- 
ſelf into that Caſtle. This Name was too . 
famous, by the greatneſs of rhis Prince, 
and the general Command he had amongſt 
the Mores, not to be known to Gorfalvo: 
He advances towards him; and this Vali- 
ant 'Man feein# it impoſſible any longer 
todefend himſelf, deliver'd his Sword, with 
{ noble and ſo bold ar aire, that Gonſa/vs 
could no longer doubt, but that he well 
deſerved the- great Reputation which he 
had gain'd: Hegave him to'be kept Priſoner 
to fome Officers that followed him , and 
Marches to Summon the Caſtle : He pro- 
profmis'd Quartet to all that were un it. 
The Gates were opened for him ; he was 
told (as he enter'd) that there were ma- 
ny Arabian Ladies, who caſt themſelves 
mto'it for ſafery. He was ConduCted to 
the'phace where- they were; he enters a

ſpacious Appartment, richly furniſhed after: 
the Moriſh taſhion; ſeveral Ladies lying a- 
long upon Carpets (by their melancholly 
ſilence) made appear how fad hey were 
for their Copariry > they lay at ſome di-. 
ſtance, out:of reſpect to a; Lady Magnifi- 
cently Arrayed , that was fitting upon. 8: 
Pallet, with, her head leaning upon; one 
of her Hands, and withthe other wiping: | 
her Tears, and hiding hey Face, as it were 
to keep her ſelf for ſome moments from 
being ſeen by her Enemies :- At laſt: (at 
the hoiſe which thoſe that followed Gow 
ſalvo, made) comeing into the Room, ſhe | 
turned her Head, and let Gaz/alvo lee it 
it was Zayde: But Zayde, far more beay- 
tiful than he had ever ſeen her, in ſpite 
of all the grief and trouble that appear'd 
in her Face.

But, Madam, (replyed Don 
Olmond), the concern you have for his Safe- 
oO: has other more preſſing Reaſons : If you 
think it too much trouble to let me know 
it,- you are free to let it alone; but you 
muſt be content to free me from the In- 
gagement I gave you. How Don O!morid 
aid ſhe?) Muſt this be the Ranſom of 
Alamire's Life? What will it avail you 
to know what you ask? 7 am ſorry, 1 
cannor tell you ' (anſwered Don Oſmond):

ZAIDE and FELIME 


San Rahis was Brother to Caliphe Oſman, 

and might have diſputed (by Birth- 
right) the Empire with him, had he not 
been ſo unfortunate, as 'to be abandoned 
by all thoſe that gave him Hopes of their 
Aſſiſtance ; and thereby, was compelled to 
renounce his pretenſ1on, and conſent to be 
baniſhed. into the Iile of Cyprus, under co- 
lour of being made Commander in Chief 
there. : Zulema, and Oſman, whom you know 
were his Children; They were Young and 
Handſome, and had given many Signal 
Teſtimonies of rheir Valour: They both fell. 
in Love with two Women of extraordinary 
Beauty, and great Quality ; who were S1- 
ſters, and were deſcended of a long ſuccel- 
fion of Princes; Who formerly bare the 
chief {way in this Iſland, before it fell un- 
der the Command of the Arabiars: The 
one was called 4/:ſizthe, the other Belenia. 
Oſman and Zulema, heing well skild in the 
Greek Tongue, found no difficulty to make 
themſelves to be underſtood, by theſe two 
Ladies, who were Chriſtians; But the dif- 
jerence of their Religion, made _ in 
their 
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their inclinations ; They mutually loved 


paſſionately : And fo ſoon as the Cd &ahis,his 
death,left them their liberty; Zulema married 
Alaſinthe, & Oſn:in married Belenia: They con- 
ſented, that their Children ſhould be brought 
up in the Chriftian Religion ; and made 
them believe, they would be ſo rhemſelves 
within a ſhort time. I was born of O/min 
& Belenia, 8& Zaydeof Zulema and Alafinthe: 
The Paſſion of Ofimin and Zaulema made 
them continue ſome years in Cyprus: But, 


| at laft, the deſire they had to find out a fas 


vourable Conjuntture of renewing the 
pretenſions of their Father, call'd them back 
into Afﬀrick : At firſt, they conceived great 

- For, contrary to the Rules of true 
Policy, the Caliphe that ſucceeded Oſman, 


gave them ſuch conſiderable Employment, 
that Alaſinthe and Beleny could not com: 


plaine of their being far from them : But af: 
ter five or ſix years abſence, they began to 
murmur, and be much afflicted : They found 
that they were not all this while in the 
Wars, but had other Occupations : They 
heard from them ſometimes ; but they not 
coming, made them believe themſelves for- 
faken : A/aſinthe therefore thought no more 
of any thing, but of Zayde, who even at that 
ape deſerved all her Application: And Bet 
tenis made me the ſole objeQ of all her 
Care. When 
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When we were paſs'd our Infancy, 
Alaſimthe and Beleniz retired into a Caſtle 
upon the Sea-fide ; where they led a Life 
conformable to their Sadneſs : The regard, 
they had for Zayde and me, made them live 
with a Grandure and Magmificence, which 
prongs by their own inclinations, they 
_ have been ad to leave. We had 
vers you ople of Quality about us; 
and cliars nl Aoner ro ing that might 
contribute to our Education, and the Di- 
vertifement, that were fſutable to the 
where we were bronght up. 
Zayde, and I, hadas great tyes of Love and 
Friendſhip for each other, as we had 
of Blood and Afiniry. I was two years 
oder than ſhe : There was alſo fome diffe- 
rence inn our Humonrs ; Mine was leſs 
1nelinable to Mirth; it was eafle to per- 
ceive it in' our Converſation : Zayde had 
alſo a great advantage of Beauty over 
me. 
" Some time before the Emperor Leo fent 
to invade Cyprus, we were walking by the 
Sea-ſide ; The Sea was very Calm, there 
was not a breath of Wind ſtirring; We 
pray'd Alafinthe, and Belenia, to bepleafed to 
et ns go to Sea in Boats, to divert us. 
We took divers Young, People with us ; 
we made oor Barge-men Row _—

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ſome great Ships, that were at Anchor 
in the Road : As we came neer- theſe 
Veſſels, we ſaw ſeveral long Boats put off, 


whom we judged to be full of Arabiazs, that 


were going aſhore: Theſe Boats Steared 
towards us : In the firſt of which, - were 
ſeveral [perſons richly attired ; one of 
which, by his Noble Aire, and the 
Beauty and Comlineſs of his Perſon, ap- 
peared to be ſomewhat more then an 
of thoſe thar were about him ; This 
Rencounter Surprized us, and made us 
judge it not fit for us to venture further 
to Sea; and that we ought not to give, 
thoſe that were in the other Boats, occaſion 
to believe that our Curioſity to ſee them, 
had led us that way: We made our 
Barge fall off to the Leeward ; the Boat we 
endeavoured toavoid, Tacked after us ; but 
the reſt made towards the Shore ; The 
other followed us ſo neer, that we could 
perceive the man we remarked above the 
reſt, looking ſtedfaſtly upon us ; who 
ſeemed to take pleaſure in following us.

is pardonable in a man that has the honour, 
tO be allied to.the Princes Zwlera, and 
Oſmin, Being, Curigus to ſee yvhat yys 
moſt remarkable in Greece, 1 thought, 1 
could not ſatisfie that Curivfity better, than 
in beginning vvith the Ile of Cyprus : And 
my good fortune made me find at my 
firft Arrival in it, that vyhich I ſbould 
have fought in vain, 18 all the other parts 
of the World. TY 

In Gying theſe vwvords, he fixed his eyes 
ſometimes upon Z 29, and ſometimes upon 
me, vvith fuch demonſtrations of a te 
Admiration, that yve could hardly d 
but that he really thought, vhat he fa 
$0 us.

to-.come more often to ſee us; And as 
often . as he came, he ftill made the 
ame proteſtationsof love to me, as former- 
ly; { had need of all my reafon to: con- 
ceal from him the Difpotition of mind in 
which / was towards him; and perhaps 
all my reaſon would have been too weak, if 
the Concern / faw he had ſometimes for 
Zojde did not help to retain me, for all 
that / atrributed what 7 faw him do to! 
pleaſe her,. bnely:; ro his innate. Civility: 
and he had addreſſe enough, to: hide: from 
me what might give: me other thoughts. 
.. We had intelligence. that. the Emperors

1 was very glad of it, both becaule 1 
thought 7 ſhould be in the ſame place with 
Alamire, and that Zaydeand 7 ſhould be no 
longer Lodged together : Her Beauty 
was ſo drea to me, that 7 was glad to 
be where Alamire might ſee me; without 
ſeeing her.

The HISTORY of 
Alamire, Prince of T harſus. 


Have already acquainted you with A/a- 

mire's Birth. What I have told you 
of his Perſon, and my thoughts of him, 
ought to perſwade you, that he is as worthy 
of Love as a man, can be: He had likewiſe, 
made it his whole Study, from his Youth, 
to gain the love of all Women : And al- 
though the manner of living, of the Ara- 
bien Women, be dire&ly oppoſit to Gal- - 
lantry, Alamires addrefle, and the pleaſure 
he took in Surmounting difficulties, made 
all that eaſie to him, which would have 
been thought impoſſible by others.

He aimed at nothing but be- 
mo Beloved; the pleaſufe of being in Love 
was utterly unknown to him: he nev 
had a ſincere Paſſion ; but he was ſo we 
Verſed in appearing in Love, with- 
out being' ſo ; that he perſwaded all 
thoſe,” he had thought worthy, of his 
Love. \ It is true alſo, that during the 
time, he made it his buſineſs to pleaſe; the 
defire. of making himſelf to be Beloved, 
rave him a kind of Ardour, which might 

taken for a real Paſſion; but as ſoon as 
he ſaw .himfelf beloyed, having nothing 
more in his deſires, and not being enough 
in Love, to find any Pleaſure in Love + 
lone, ſeparated from Difficulties, and. In» 
tregues, he thought of nothing more but 
how to break with thoſe that loved himy 
and to' find out others whom he might 
draw into the ſame Ingagements. 

One of, his Favorites 4, 
privy to all his Amours, and was himſelf 
as unconftant ; the Arahians do celebrate 
certain Feaſts at certain times of the year; 
it 15 the only time that the Women have 
any liberty ; they are permitted at thoſe 
times to go about the Town, and to walk 
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the ſolemn Plays, which are ſhewed: ſom- 
times, but always Vail'd:-| Alamire and Se- 
limin waited with impatience for thoſe 
Opportunities; they never failed of finding 
out ſome new unknown Beapties,, . and 
ways of ſpeaking to them, and managing 
ſome private Intregues: with them. 
one .of theſe Feaſts, Alamire ſaw a 
young Widdow called Nri4, whoſe Ver- 
tue, Beauty, .and Riches, were extraor- 
dinary, by chance unveiled as ſhe was 
y_—_ to one of her Slaves; he was 
urprized with the Charms of her Beauty ;: 
ſhe was a little ſtartled at the fight of this 
Prince, but could not forbear looking ear- 
neſtly him; which he perceived, he 
bilovred hes, and made it his bufineſs 
to let her take notice' that he did fo. In 
fine, he had ſeen a Fine Woman, and was 
ſeen by her, and thar was enough ta ere& 
in him both Love and Hope; the Cha- 
rater he received of Neria's Vertue and 
Wit, doubled in him the defire he had 
to make her in Love with him; he fought 
Her in all -places with much induſtry, he 
ſſed very often by her Houſe without 
ceeing her, or-being ſeen by her; he met 
her- by chance as ſhe was going to a 
Bath; and was ſo happy as to have a ſight 
of her Face two or three tunes, and as of- 
ten

ten found her moſt Beautiful ; and was fo 
{ſmitten with - her, that he believed ſhe 
deſigned to put a ſtop to all his lightneſs, 
and inconftancy, | 
Several Days paſlcd before A/amzre could 
find any ſigne that Naris approved of his 
Love, and begun to be very much con- 
cerned at it; Yetfor all that, he did not 
quit the Deſigne he had laid, to gain the 
good Eſteem of her, or thoſe other fair 
Perſons; and above all; of a young Lady, 
called Zoromade, very conſiderable by her 
Father's Quality, as well as her own 
Beauty : The difficulty of ſeeirtg her, was 
almoſt as great, as that of ſeeing Naris; 
But he was perfwaded, that this Fair Maid 
would have eaſily found means to over- 
come them, if ſhe were not {ſo narrowly 
watched by her Mother : So thar, he was 
not ſo eager to ſurmount theſe Obſtacles, 
as he was to over-come Narias Reſiſtance; 
a; bo had no Body to contronl her: 
He had endeavoured two or three times 
+ but in' vain, to gain ſome of her Slaves, 
to know from them the Dayes ſhe uſed to 
go Abroad, and the Places where he 
might ſee her: Ar laſt, one of thoſe that 
feemed the moſt Obſtinate, promiſed him 
| to give him Notice of all ſhe did. Two 
Dayes after, he told him, She was going 
- 
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to a very fine Garden, ſhe had out of 
Town; and that, if he would pleaſe to 
walk about that, there were about it Riſings, 
from whence he might eafily ſee her. 4- 
lamire made viſe of this Intelligence: He 
goes 'out- of Tharſis diſguiſed, and paſſed 
all the Afterrioon about this Garden. 
Towards Evening, as he was ready to 
return, he ſaw a Door open, and per- 
ceived ic was the Slave, which he had 
gained; who beckon'd to him to ap- 
proach: He believed Naria was walking, 
and 'that he might have a ſight of her 
from that Door: He advances, and en- 
ters into a Magnificient Arbor, richly a- 
dorned with all things that might add to 
its Beauty : But what ſurprized him moſt, 
was the Sighr of Nara, fitting upon Cuſhi- 
ons under a ſtately Canopy, after the re- 
ſemblance of the Goddeſs of Love; two or 
three of her Women ſtood at a Corner of the 
Arbor: Alamire could not forbear running 
towards her, and caſting himſelf at her 
Feet, with an Air ſo full of Tranſport and 
Aſtoniſhment, that he augmented the mo- 
deſt Bluſhes, which appeared on the Face 
of this Beavtiful Lady. 

I know not ( faid ſhe to him, intreating

The Prince was Charm- 
ed with the Wit and Vertue of 'Zebelec;
